“This eminent Whig politician and author was born in 1778, 
studied at Edinburgh and was called to the Scottish bar in 1800 and 
joined the English bar in 1807; a contributor to the Edinburgh Review 
from the first number; M.P. for St. Ives, 1806, and for Wendover 1807, 
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St. Mawes 1813, and took part in many of the debates in the House of 
Commons. He died at Pisa in 1817. It is difficult at this distance of 
time to realize the very prominent part which Francis Horner took in 
the politics of his time, but he is to be found mentioned, and often very 
conspicuously, in all the memoirs of the early 19th century.
